Alderman A. J. Cervantes 
won the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the Board 
of Aldermen in yesterday's city 
primary election, defeating 
Alderman Alfred I. Harris in 
a hotly-contested race. 
Compiete unofficial returns 
showed Cervantes received 40,- 
508 votes to 36,628 for Harris. 
who had the support of most, 
ward Democratic organizations. 
Richard L. Garesche, a pub- | 
lic relations counselor, easily | 
won the Republican nomina-| 
tion for aldermanic president, | 
defeating his two opponents by | 
margins of more than 5 to l. 
Garesche, Republican commit- 
teeman of the Twenty-fifth| 
ward, had strong organization | 
support. j 
Veteran Aldermen Lose. 
Two veteran aldermen failed | 
to win renomination as voters | 
also chose nominees from the 
14 even-numbered wards. Ald-' 
ermen defeated were Edgar J. | 


Feely, Twentieth ward, and) 
William C, Brady, Twenty-| 
sixth, both Democrats. Nine | 


Democratic aldermen and one 
Republican were successful in 
their bids for renomination. 

The turnout of 85,116 voters, 
representing 26.6 per cent of 
the registration, was slightly 
larger than election officials 
had expected. They had pre- 
dicted a total vote of no more 
than 75,000. 

Cervantes, head of a general 
insurance firm, and Harris, an 
attorney, each won 14 wards, 
but Cervantes owed his 3880- 
vote margin of victory to very 
heavy support given him by 
South Side wards. 

In addition to almost a clean 
sweep in south St. Louis, Cer- 
vantes took three wards in the 
north and northwest sections , 
of the city. Harris carried two 
wards on the near South Side, 
but his support came almost 
entirely from north and central 
parts of St. Louis. 

Each was the winner in his 
home ward—Cervantes in the 
Fifteenth and Harris in the 
Twenty-second. 

Garesche Wins in Every Ward. 

Garesche carried every ward 
in his race with Morton L. 
Schwartz. an attorney, and 
Louis Folkerts. cabinetmaker 
The vote was Garesche, 6199; 
Schwartz. 1073, and Folkerts, 
708. 

Yesterday's election was 
marked by another sharp drop 
in the Republican vote, which 
amounted to less than 10 per 
cent of the total cast. In the 
last similar “off-year’’ primary, 
in 1955, when the Republican 
nominee for aldermanic presi- 
dent was chosen without oppo- 
sition, the Republican vote was 
25.595, representing about 25 
per cent of the total cast. 

Garesche will oppose Cer- 
vantes in the city general elec- 
tion April 7. 

Cervantes, who had organiza-

Explains Revenue Loss. 

Ehrhardt contended the 
School Board lost about $1.,- 
300,000 in revenue it had ex- 
pected from the tax on mer- 
chants’ inventories because a 
city tax equalization board re- 
duced the assessment on their 
inventories from 70 per cent 
of actual value to 40 per cent. 

Enrollment increases will re- 
quire the hiring of 83 more 
teachers than originally 
planned, he said. It had been 
planned to add 40 teachers in 
the next year. 

However, this year’s enroll- 
ment, instead of increasing 
1351, as expected, jumped by 
3560. Another increase of 3560 
is expected in the coming year, 
he said. Present enrollment is 
103,000. 

Improved benefits in the 
federal social security program 
will require an additional 
¢160.000 more than originally 
planned for the coming year, 
he said. 

The rest of the increase 
would go toward paying ‘‘nor- 
mal salary increments in the 
auditing, building, finance and 
instruction departments,” Ehr- 
hardt said. The budget con- 
tains no provision for hiring 
additional non-teaching em- 
ployes, he pointed out

Although gambling is illegal 
under Louisiana law, the In- 
ternal Revenue Service collects 
a 10 per cent tax on gross 
operations of handbooks. The 
Federal Government also issues 


Stamps to operators of gam- 
bling devices. 
December gambling tax col- 


lections in Jefferson parish to- 
taled $22,723, reflecting a gross 
business of $227,230. The 
Metropolitan Crime Commis- 
sion last month pointed out 
that Jefferson parish hand- 
books do a flourishing betting 
business in New. Orleans bars 
and “back rooms.” Bets are 
relayed to the principals in 
Jeiferson parish, where the 
federal taxes are paid. 

Mayor Disputes Reports. 

Mayor deLesseps S. Morri- 
son disputed recent  Post- 
Dispatch reports of widespread 
gambling in New Orleans, con- 


tending that gambling opera- 
tions in the city were at a 
new low. He said most of 


the gambling occurred in Jef- 
ferson parish. 

A Crime Commission report 
on gambling, submitted to New 
Orleans Superintendent of Po- 
lice Provosty Dayries Jan. 21, 
described, however, the relay- 
ing of bets by telephone from 
New Orleans bars to Jefferson 
parish handbooks. 

The 10 per cent federal gam- 
bling tax collected in Orleans 
parish last December was $245. 
In St. Bernard parish the tax 
collected amounted to $409, 
and in the remainder of Lou- 
isiana, except Jefferson parish, 
$5558. The figures show that 
handbooks in Jefferson parish 


do more than three times the 

husiness of operators in the 

remainder of the state. 
February collections, for 


January betting, were $13.632 
in Jefferson parish, $1128 in 
Orleans parish, $849 in St 
Bernard parish and $5490 for 


the rest of the state. New 
Orleans is in Orleans parish. 
‘Collections of the 10 per 


cent gambling tax in the east- 
ern half of Missouri for the 
entire fiscal year ended last 
June 30 totaled only $5000, 
Internal Revenue Service rec- 
ords at St. Louis showed.) 


Alliances Charged. 


Protestant clergymen, who 
denounced organized gambling 
in sermons last Sunday, re- 
ferred to reported alliances be- 
tween gamblers, headed by 
Carlos Marcello, New Orleans 
racketeer, and law-enforcement 
officials. The ministers called 
on Gov, Earl K. Long to en- 
force the gambling laws. 

The Crime Commission, in 
its report to Superintendent 
Dayries, listed the following 
gambling operations in the 
First Police District in New 
Orleens: Handbook gambling, 
23 locations; pinball gambling, 
46 locations: card games, 5, and 
electronic slot machine, one. 

“Gambling taxes. are re- 
ceived from the parish in 
which the principal of the gam- 
bling business is registered.” 
the Crime Commission stated. 
“Agents located in New 
Orleans do not make monthly 
tax returns, but their dollar 
volume is reported through 
their principals for whom they 
work on commission.” 

The commission report to 
Superintendent “Dayries added 
that: “Handbook gambling con- 
tinues to be extensive in the 
city. It remains a major factor 
in the vicious pattern of organ- 
ized crime. The race wire serv- 
ice, tied in with sports results 
throughout the country, con- 
tinues to be operated by the 
Marcello mob.”

Moreover, he added, the 
patients themselves consume a 
great deal of time. since only 
rarely do their ailments con- 
form to the simplified versions 
the young doctor foundein his 
medical school texts. 

“Thus, when the doctor gets 
the morass of 
trivia and essential medical 
activities that need to be done 
daily, there is little time left 
to keep abreast of new de- 
velopments in the medical 
field, and to refresh himself

“And,” Dr. Baffes added, “‘the 
situation, with minor variations, 
exists equally as much for spe- 
cialists and members of med- 
ical school faculties as it uoes 
for the geenral practitioner.” 

Another cause of failure to 
keep up is the attitude often 
developed by a student while 
still at medical school, he said. 

“The conviction must be 
planted and fostered in the 
student’s mind that he must 
learn to study for the knowl- 
edge itself, and not just to pass 
examinations or obtain credits 
for courses,” he asserted.

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NEW FEDERATION 
OF WEST INDIES 
FACES TROUBLE

PORT OF SPAIN, Trinidad 
March 11— The Federation of 
the West Indies, established 
only last year, is in difficulty. 
Just how serious the difficulty 
is probably will be known later 
this year. 

Jamaica, the largest and 
most influential unit in the 
Caribbean island chain that 
forms the federation, is pre- 

aring for a general election. 

he idea of federation is the 
primary campaign issue. 

The problem is that neither 
side is defending it. One party 
is attacking it more bitterly 
than the other. 

The federation is a political 
union of British-held islands. 
The ultimate purpose is to 
form a customs union among 
the ten units of the federation 
and to provide freedom of 
movement of people and goods 
among them. 

The units, besides Jamaica, 
are Barbados, Antigua, Mont- 
serrat, St. Christopher-Nevis- 
Anguilla, Trinidad-Tobago, Do- 
minica, Grenada, St. Lucia and 
St. Vincent. 

Sir Alexander Bustamante, 
a Jamaican labor leader, who 
is seeking the Chief Minister- 
ship of his island, selected the 
federation as the basis of his 
attack on the Administration 
party. His opponent is Chief 
Minister Norman Manley. 

Tax Right Questioned. 

At the outset Bustamante 
questioned the right of the 
federation to levy taxes with- 
out the consent of the island 
units. Then he demanded that 
Jamaica be given absolute con- 
trol of the federation or with- 
draw. 

Manley, once a strong sup- 
porter of the federation, has 
thus far failed to defend it. 
This has caused resentment on 
Trinidad. 

There is no question in the 
minds of officials here in the 
federation capital that the ar- 
gument in Jamaica is a politi- 
cal matter and will be dropped 
after the election. But there 
is a firm conviction that Man- 
ley will defer the election as 
long as possible to gain badly 
needed ground, The longer the | 
deferment the worse the effect | 
on the federation, it is consid« 
ered here. 

Bustamante came close to 
the point of no return in a re- | 
cent campaign speech. He de- | 
clared: 

“When I get into power in | 
the next elections, I will take ' 
Jamaica out of the federation, 
legally or otherwise.” 

Softened Later. 
He later softened his atti- 


tude to a demand that Jamaica | 


“receive proper and full pro- 
tection.” Meanwhile, however, 
the dispute between the two 
Jamaicans has spread through- 
out the federation. 

Manley and Sir Grantley 
Adams, Prime Minister of the 
federation, were once close po- | 
litical and personal friends. At | 
a recent meeting of the island | 
Governors, however, Manley 
walked out in anger when 
Adams remarked that the at- 
tack on the federation would 
cease after the Jamaican elec- 
tions. 

The two have since made up, 
but the bond is strained. ae

The Guild statement said the 
sessions were broken off with- 
out a definite date for another | 
__meeting. 


Pension Questioning. | 

“The company, in a state- 
ment last week to employes 
and the Guild, declared it was 
guaranteeing pension payments 
~——<these guarantees to leave 
~no doubts as to the security of 
the payments,” the Guild 
“statement continued. 

“Last night, however, the 
Guild was informed by com- 
pany attorney Lon Hocker that 
by ‘guarantees’ of pension pay- 
ments, the company had not 
intended to commit any of the 
assets of S. 1. Newhouse (Globe- 
Democrat owner). Hocker ex- 
plained that all that was of- 
fered was that pensions would 
be supported by the credit of 
the company. 

“The Guild replied that this 
was no binding or secure guar- 
antee at all. The recent dis- 
position of the company’s as- 
sets showed how insecure such 
an arrangement would be.” 


Statement by Amberg. 
In a formal statement issued 


. . later today, Amberg said the 


Globe-Democrat had _=§ stated 
earlier that there would be no 
lay-offs of any kind in the edi- 
torial department. 

“Therefore, no editorial em- 
ploye need have any concern 
whatsoever about his job,” he 
said. “We hope to build in all 
departments when we can as- 
sess our needs in the light of 
changed circumstances. It now 
appears that most reductions 
will be in the building service 
operations, since we no longer 
own a building.” 

After assuring Guild leaders 
there would be no reprisals 
against them for Guild activi- 
ties, Amberg said: 

“Your jobs and the survival 
of this newspaper are being 
threatened by the insistence 
that we pay people for whom 
there is no work. I don’t think 
this is reasonable, nor could 
any newspaper or any other 
business organization continue 
under such a policy.” 

He added that persons dis- 
charged would be assisted in 
-finding jobs and would be 
given up to 66 weeks in sev- 
erance pay. 

Agreement was reached on 
one point, the Guild said. An 
arrangement was made where- 
by the company will pay its 
share of group life insurance 
premiums for March and the 
Guild will pay the share of 
Guild members. 


Job Rights Proposal. 


Before the sessions ended, 
“the Guild presented a proposal 

covering job rights in the event 
the company sells the news- 
-paper. This proposal, approved 
by Guild members last Sun- 
day, would require any new 
owner to put Globe-Democrat 
employes on a preferential 
hiring list and carry forward 
their service credits. If such 
an agreement were not made 
with new owners, employes dis- 
charged as a result of the sale 
would receive double dismissal 
pay. 

Guild negotiators said man- 
agement representatives’ §re- 
ceived the proposal for study. 

Publication of the newspaper 
has been suspended since the 
strike began last Feb. 21. The 
Guild has 332 members in the 
news, business and building 
service departments of the 
newspaper. 

The Post-Dispatch has bought 
the Globe-Democrat buildings 
and printing equipment and 
will print that newspaper un- 
der contract when the strike 
ends. 

However, the ownership of 
both newspapers and direction 
of their news, editorial, adver- 
tising and circulation policies 
will continue to be separate.

707, had 114 passengers aboard. 

“Lynch told an inquiry board 
of the Civil Aeronautics Board 
that as he pulled the plane out 
of the dive he thought it was 
breaking apart, but that it 
soon fegained its stability.

The pilot said he had been 
told-of the incident of the pre- 
vious flight, Feb. 2, from New 
York to Paris, by his flight 
engineer, who in turn had 
beet told by the engineer of 
the: previous flight. 

A first-hand account of the

Jaeobs, pilot on that flight. 

Ja@obs said there was a sud- 
defi ‘pitching down” of the 
plane while it was being flown 
on the automatic pilot, but that 
he had straightened the plane 
immediately.

The Destroyed Colleoni 


The destruction of the famous 
Colleoni is not a whim of the Di- 
rector, but a long-held policy of 
this museum in common with the 
other great museums of the Unit- 
ed States: that as original works 
in stone or bronze come into the 
collections, plaster replicas should 
be displaced. 

Our museum has for years been 
following this policy; Michelan- 
gelo’s “Young Slave” in 1949, 
Donatello’s “St. George” and the 
Ghiberti doors in 1953, “Venus 
de Milo” in 1955, the Nike of 
Samothrace in 1955, and, in 1959, 
the Verrochio Colleoni left our 
halls. This is to take just a few 
samplings of many famous casts. 

I also would not have it thought 
that I watched the destruction of 
the great monument with anything 
but regret. But, when one is given 
a first-rate work of art such as 
the Museum’s fountain by Barto- 
lomeo Ammanati, it is clear that 
one cannot have it overshadowed 
by a giant plaster cast, no matter 
how distinguished the original. 

As a matter of fact, so seriously 
was the question of casts taken 
by the American Association of 
Museums that a committee was 
appointed to see whether any sat- 
isfactory solution could be worked 
out. I served on that committee 
for two years with Dr. David 
Finley, Director of the National 
Gallery in Washington, and our 
conclusion was that there prob- 
ably should be a museum of casts 
of the great masterpieces of sculp- 
ture, but that they did not belong 
in museums with fine collections 
of original pieces. 

Our museum is indeed fortu- 
nate. We have in it the most dis- 
tinguished group of sculpture of 
any museum I know: first rate 
works by Michelangelo's great 
contemporaries Montorsoli and 
Ammanati, fine works of classical, 
medieval and modern sculptors. 
Our sculpture hall is indeed some- 
thing of which we may be very 
proud indeed. 

I am sorry that the destruction 
of the Colleoni chanced to pre- 
cede by less than a week a tele- 
vision discussion of our sculpture 
collection. Our staff is small and 
things that are planned ahead 
take place on schedule. 


But I am convinced a collection 
of original works has far more 
meaning and character than a col- 
lection of casts of mdsterpieces 
can ever have, and that the two 
cannot be mixed.

An Illinois Protest 

A bill to permit St. Louis voters 
to cast ballots on an earnings tax 
rise is pending in the Missouri 
Legislature. If the bill is passed, 
St. Louisans will be permitted to 
vote, but I, an Illinois citizen who 
work in St. Louis and pay this 
earnings tax, will not be permitted 
to vote.

The U.N. Is Needed in Berlin 


It is easy to reject Premier Khrushchev’s 
latest proposal on Berlin, as the West has 
done. But what is the West going to offer as 
a counter-proposal? What initiative are we 
going to take to avert a showdown of military 
force which could lead to an insane nuclear 
war? These are the important questions. Un- 
fortunately there is all too little evidence that 
the West is thinking seriously about them— 
especially in Washington, where Secretary 
Dulles’s illness has laid a tragic paralysis upon 
policy planning. 

Khrushchev suggests that the Western oc- 
cupation of West Berlin be ended and that 
a small protective garrison of troops under 
four-power or United Nations control take 
over. The troops could be American, British, 
French, Soviet or neutral, he says. 


His proposal as it stands is unacceptable 
first because it is vague—Khrushchev does 
not indicate whether the U.N. garrison would 
be a mere token force, or big enough to exert 
decisive power—and second because it ex- 
cludes East Berlin. But the new plan does 
represent a slight shift from the previous 
Soviet position, and it might conceivably form 
the basis of an acceptable plan for all of Ber- 
lin if the West, instead of just frostily saying 
“No” to everything, brought forward some- 
thing of its own instead. 

Above all, Khrushchev’s speech in East 
Berlin might open the door to what is increas- 
ingly becoming recognized as urgent—the in- 
troduction of the United Nations as a restrain- 
ing force in the controversy.

Many people believe, with Mrs. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, that the Berlin problem ought to be 
put before a special session of the U.N. Gen- 
eral Assembly right now—so that world opin- 
ion could be mobilized behind some peaceful 
solution before East and West positions have 
hardened too much. 


Other observers, like James P. Warburg, 
whose letter we publish under the cartoon 
today, believe that the U.N. should be called 
upon if and when East German forces block 
allied access to West Berlin, and that mean- 


while we should announce our intention of in-' 


voking U.N. authority rather than replying 
with force if challenged. 

Senator Mike Mansfield speaks for many 
Americans when he urges that the Khrushchev 
speech be taken as the starting point for ne- 
gotiations toward a U.N. guarantee both of 
Berlin’s independence and of free access to 
the city. 

The common element in all these proposals 
is a belief that, while the West must stand 
firm on its rights in Berlin, it is senseless to 


drift into a situation where those rights can 
be secured only by military force. It seems 
quite clear that if a military showdown really 
came, the Western position could be held only 
by the use of tactical nuclear weapons—and 
this, quite apart from the hazard of touching 
off the ultimate nuclear war, would risk a 
drastic setback for the West in world opinion. 

To put it bluntly, the West is not in a 
sound position to apply military force in Ger- 
many. We can do it if we have to, but only 
on terms that might prove most disadvan- 
tageous both militarily and diplomatically. 

Our best national interest, as well as the 
cause of peace generally, calls for honorable 
means to secure our rights by other than mili- 
tary methods—which means negotiation and 
an earnest effort to bring the U.N. into the 
situation, not as a protagonist of the Western 
viewpoint, but as a moderating influence in- 
terposed between the clashing views of East 
and West. 

° . . 

Could not some form of United Nations 
“presence”—whether in the shape of troops, 
or an observers’ commission, or a mission 
by Secretary General Hammarskjold — con- 
tribute to a constructive solution? 

There is, of course, no assurance that the 
Russians would accept U.N. intervention, as 
they would have to do if it were to be effec- 
tive. But the only way to find out is to nego- 
tiate sincerely toward that end ourselves. 

Nor is there full assurance ‘that the U.N. 
could mediate a dispute among major powers 
as it has done with some success in disputes 
among lesser powers. But the only way to 
find out is to try. The U.N. does come closest 
to representing world opinion as a whole, and 
it is important to everybody that world opin- 
ion and not just East and West attitudes be 
brought to bear before the crisis has entered 
a military stage. 

It does not seem important to us whether 
East German or Soviet Russian troops stamp 
the papers for movement of traffic to West 
Berlin. But if either East Germans or Rus- 
sians blockaded Berlin, that would be very 
serious indeed. Rather than wait until this 
happens and then meet the situation with 
military force, would we not be much wiser 
to invoke U.N. authority with a view to pre- 
venting it from happening? 

Some ‘form of U.N. intervention might 
prove possible as a means of keeping the lid 
on Berlin while East-West negotiations go on, 
at a foreign ministers’ and possibly a summit 
meeting, for a permanent settlement on Ger- 
many and European security. If there is any 
possibility that this can be done, why should 
it not be done? 


The Two Best Men 


Alderman A. J. Cervantes’s narrow victory 
over Alfred I. Harris for the Democratic 
nomination for the aldermanic presidency is 
largely a victory of independent Democrats 
over the organization. The party’s ward lead- 
ers were split, most of them backing Mr. 
Harris, but independent votes on the South 
Side turned the tide for Alderman Cervantes. 

The Republican winner, Richard L. 
Garesche, was clearly the superior candidate 
in the three-man contest on his party’s side. 
His nomination means that the best two of the 
five primary candidates will face each other 
at the April 7 municipal election. 

Democrats outvoted Republicans by almost 
10 to 1, in part no doubt because of the sharp 
contest between Aldermen Cervantes and 
Harris. Even so, there was a three-way fight 
on the Republican ticket; and for fewer than 
8000 Republicans to participate in the pri- 
mary is hardly a compliment to the virility 
of the party locally. The vote in both pri- 
maries ran to 85,116, or 26 per cent of the 
total registration. 

The Cervantes-Harris race evokes memories 
of the Tucker-Eagleton contest for the Demo- 
cratic mayoral nomination six years ago. In 
that one Mr. Tucker barely squeaked through, 
winning all of the South Side wards while 
Mr. Eagleton took North St. Louis. The pat- 
tern was generally repeated this time, with 
both Mr. Cervantes and Mr. Harris winning 
14 wards each. 

Alderman Cervantes won every ward but 
two in South St. Louis, and to that he owes 
his 3880-vote margin. Surprisingly, he also 
took the north side Twentieth, the old Calla- 
nan stronghold. The incumbent Democratic 
alderman in that ward, the veteran Edgar 
J. Feely, lost to Lawrence Woodson, assistant 
manager of an undertaking establishment. 

Independents who supported Mr. Cervantes 
on recommendation of Mayor Tucker can take 
most of the credit for the victory. That will 
be something for Mr. Cervantes to think 
about. / 


A Highway Solution 

A joint legislative committee has found the 
right point of compromise between the con- 
flicting claims for the state highway system 
and rural roads. 

The Senate-House group, under Senator 
Kinney of St. Louis, recommends a 1-cent in- 
crease in the gas tax for state highways, and 
a thorough study of further highway needs 
with emphasis on rural roads. 


This plan is a compromise with Gov. Blair 
and the Highway. Commission, who sought a 
2-cent increase in Missouri’s tax of 3 cents a 
gallon. It is also a compromise with rural 
legislators who wanted a 1%-cent increase to 
be divided among counties and cities with 
the state getting only a half-cent. 

For 30 years Missouri has wisely followed 
the principle that the state system must come 
first. With the lowest gas tax in the nation, 
Missouri has built good highways on the prin- 
ciple that gas tax revenue should not be di- 
verted. Nothing in the state’s experience 
shows that the principle should be altered 
now. 

A vast increase in state aid to rural roads 
is not warranted until the Legislature can de- 
termine just what rural road requirements 
are. Moreover, the study proposed by the joint 
committee ought to decide whether consoli- 
dation of county and rural road districts is 
essential to good road administration. Many 
counties lack the taxable wealth or competent 
staffs for building good roads. 

While the four Democratic members of the 
joint committee signed the report, the two 
Republican members did not. They contend 
that the need for more revenue is not proved 
and that any gas tax increase should be sub- 
mitted to the voters. 

In our opinion, the recent exhaustive study 
of Missouri highway needs by the Highway 


” 


Department proves the state requires a 1- 
cent gas tax increase but not 2 cents. Any- 
thing less than 1 cent would stall the highway 
building program at its present level and 
might jeopardize federal aid. A 1-cent in- 
crease should mean a 48 per cent increase in 
highway spending as compared with last year. 
That is certainly an adequate rate of 
expansion. 


Just a Little Faster 


The latest announcement of details of the 
riverfront national park is the best sort of evi- 
dence that the National Park Service is tak- 
ing its target date of 1964 very seriously. 


In addressing the Jefferson National Expan- 
sion Memorial Association at the Old Court- 
house, the Park Service’s Merrill J. Mattes 
said that there will be no restaurant in the 
park, although one had been suggested. He 
also said that the proposed pioneer village 
will not be built. Neither change will affect 
the beauty of the basic plan. If the desira- 
bility of a restaurant should be demonstrated 
in the future, one can be built. And the pres- 
ent decision against the replica of an older 
St. Louis need not stand forever. Some day 
the Park Service may put up a few of those 
fine old cast-iron fronts of buildings originally 
on the site which were so wisely salvaged 
when the area was cleared. 

Meanwhile, the Park Service has decided 
that there will be two museums in the park 
which is to be domjnated by the high stain- 
less steel arch, its characteristic feature.. The 
museums are an integral and valid part of the 
plan. The change in their location is a proper 
refinement of the original scheme. As such 
it is to be welcomed. 

In fact, all St. Louisans really would like 
to see is a bit more speed. After a quarter of 
a century, we should be accustomed to a 
snail’s pace. Yet now that the work is in 
hand, we cannot help being impatient to see 
it completed. Perhaps the city’s representa- 
tives in Washington will be able to communi- 
cate a little of this enthusiasm to the Park 
Service. 


Star No. 50 Grows Brighter 


It becomes increasingly probable that the 
bill to admit the Territory of Hawaii to state- 
hood will be the first major piece of legisla- 
tion approved by the Eighty-sixth Congress. 

Last month the House Interior Committee 
approved the measure by the overwhelming 
vote of 25 to 4. 

Last week the Senate Interior Committee 
approved it unanimously. 

Now the House Rules Committee, to which 
the House bill went to be cleared for action 
on the floor, has flashed the green light. Since 
the House Rules Committee was regarded as 
the only possible roadblock, there is now no 
question as to the outcome. 

In the Senate the cauSe of statehood bears 
the sponsorship of 57 members and that is 
substantially more than a majority. The 
House voted heavily for admission of Alaska 
and there is every reason to believe that it 
will do the same for Hawaii. 

Only one thing remains to be settled: Which 
will vote approval first, the Senate or the 
House? 

Long before the new flag with 49 stars be- 
comes official on July 4, it could be made 
obsolete by admission of Hawaii and the happy 
necessity of adding Star No. 50.

The writer suggests that, recogniz- 
ing that war is likely to spell disaster 
for all humanity, the Western powers 
declare now that, if access to Berlin 
is halted or denied, they will at once 
lay the case before the United Na- 
tions and refrain from meeting force 
with force at least until world opin- 
ion has had an opportunity to be 
heard. Simultaneously, they should 
announce that they are now provid- 
ing their Berlin garrisons with sup- 
plies sufficient to enable them to 
survive a protracted period of isola- 
tion. This would unequivocally dem- 
onstrate. Western determination not 
to be forced out of Berlin. At the 
same time it would show that the 
Western powers are keenly conscious 
of their responsibility to all mankind 

Parallel to this demonstration of 
firm resolve to resist force, the West 
should at long last take the initia- 
tive with a constructive proposal de- 
signed to start serious give-and-take 
negotiation. The writer has pre- 
viously expressed the opinion that 
the Polish Rapacki Plan for creating 
a neutralized zone under United Na- 
tions supervision presents the best 
point of departure for such a pro- 
posal. 

The world owes Mr. Macmillan a 
debt of gratitude. Let us hope that, 
by supporting him against the die- 
hard intransigents here and abroad, 
President Eisenhower will likewise 
earn the gratitude of anxious mil- 
lions throughout the world. This is 
the great opportunity which now 
faces us.

Two of her oils, still lifes 
done in fabric collage on ma- 
sonite, then painted over so as 
to exploit the irregular shapes 
of the torn fabric, show prom- 
ising inventiveness and a feel- 
ing for taut composition.

St. Louis-Fashioned Mu- 
sical Comedy Received 
| With Enthusiasm.

The St. Louis - fashioned 
musical comedy, “‘The Nervous 
Set,” received last night 
with much enthusiasm at its 
premiere at the Crystal Palace 
saloon-theater. 

There could be some honing 
of stuff here and there, much 
more projection in some of the 
numbers, room made for chore- 
ography—the excuses are ample 
and natural. But there is such 
an overflowing opulence of 
song for a genuine modern jazz 
musical that the problem would 
be in sculpturing it down a bit, 
while building up the arrange- 
ments from an intimate show 
to that for a regulation theater. 

Tommy Wolf, who used to 
play the piano at thé old Crvys- 
tal Palace and now lives in Hol- 
lvwood, has written an arrest- 
ing score on a sinuous, nervous 
beat—he describes it as “side 
to side” jazz, rather than “up 
and down” stuff—and varied it 
effectively with some comedy, 
|silken romantic and—in one 
case—rousing hillbilly numbers. 

This is the saga of the beat 
crowd, thrust right into focus 
from the start in an amusing 
chorus of droopy yma yon Its 
thread of plot, by Jay Landes- 
man and producer - director 
Theodore Flicker, is about the 
editor of an avant-garde maga- 
zine called Nerves and_. his 
struggles with his wife to keep 
the old normal and sane out- 
look in the face of a rushing 
life ranging from Greenwich 
Village and Washington square 
to the duller confines of Con- 
necticut and of fashionable 
Sutton place. 

The book has a lot of wit in 
it. and a sort of bitter-caustic 
undertone beneath its ebulli- 
ence. 

Some of the songs have an 
uncanny wry appeal that shuns 
ordinary romantic = senti- 
mentality or poignancy, yet 
skirts them, like “Spring Can 
Really Hang You Up the Most” 
and “All the Sad Young Men.” 
“Laugh? I thought I'd Die,” 
has an ironic bitterness.

He Calls on Bar to Protect 
Citizens Against Tyran- 
nical Police Tactics.

United States Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas 
today called upon bar associa- 
tions of the United States to 
help safeguard the rights of 
citizens against arrests on sus- 
picion and tyranical police 
tactics. He delivered the an- 
nual Tyrrell Williams lecture 
in Graham Memorial Chapel at 
Washington University. 

He called for 
raignment before a magistrate 
of all arrested persons and a 
definite separation of police 
and judicial powers. 

“Detention after arrest with- 
out arraignment is unneces- 
saiily long if it continues be- 
yond the time necessary to 
perform routine police func- 
tions, such as photographing 
and fingerprinting,” he said. 

“Prompt arraignment offers 
an immediate opportunity for 
a judicial officer to determine 
probable cause, so that one ar- 
rested on mere suspicion will 
not have his liberty long re- 
strained. If the potice can de- 
lay arraignment until they get 
the con- 
ditions under which arbitrary 
arrest and third degree flourish 
will obtain.” 

Police Tactics ‘Glorified.’ 

Justice ouWNas noted that 
mystery stories, motion  pic- 
tures and television have ‘“glor- 
ified police tactics” rather than 
respect “for civil rights.” 

Noting that all states are re- 
quired by the United States 
Constitution to bar involuntary 
confessions in evidence’ in 
court, he said “experience 
shows that the issue of volun- 
tariness is extremely difficult 
to resolve.” 

“There is always the word of 
the citizen against the police: 
and the education of the public 
through mystery stories, movies 
and television has been on the 
side of glorifying police tactics 
rather than respecting civil 
rights. 

‘The power of the police has 
plagued men from the begin- 
ning. The truth is that there 
is no system of secret interro- 
gation of suspects that can be 
squared with the American con- 
cepts of law and justice. The 
right of privacy, one of our 
proudest boasts, should alone 
be sufficient to keep the co- 
ercive power of the state from 
being used to subject any citi- 
zen suspected of crime to any 
inquisition, whether presided 
over by a policeman or a mag- 
istrate

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Common Sense Calls 


ST. PETERSBURG, Filia., 
March 11—The umpires 
won't like it, but, thanks to 
Warren Giles, more common 
sense has been written into 
baseball rules, which have 
evolved since Abner Double- 
day’s boyhood at Coopers- 
town as a set of regulations 
with remarkably few loop- 
holes. 

Umpires, even a friend of 
the men in blue has ob- 
served, like power, but not 
responsibility. More specif- 
ically, they prefer hard-and- 
fast rules to liberal interpre- 
tations, to judgment calls 
that spawn more arguments. 
For easier decisions, softer 
lives and more peace of 
mind, who can blame them? 

Some umpires would legis- 
late rather than adjudicate 
fair and foul balls, for that 
matter, but it’s obvious that 
the more flexible a rule, the 
more logical the enforce- 
ment. It frequently was too 
harsh or too mild a penalty 
to award two bases automat- 
ically whenever a spectator 
interfered with a batted or 
thrown ball. 


The rigid rule behind 
which some umpires hid— 
and the more _ realistic 
writhed—was as silly as a 
celluloid collar in the Flor- 
ida sun. Fortunately. Giles, 
National League president, 
campaigned for a _é rules 
change and got it. 

As a result, you'll see and 
read of more judgment and 
fewer injustices this summer 
whenever a fan interferes 
with a ball in play. 


Two Be or Not Two 


Sentimentally, we always 
wished Giles had put Larry 
Goetz in charge of National 
League umpires when ill 
health forced out that jut- 
jawed lion in blue serge. 
When another capable arbi- 
ter, big Cal Hubbard, suffered 
an eye injury that required 
him to lay aside his indica- 
tor and whisk broom, the 
American League named him 
supervisor of its umpires. 


Where the A.L. scored one 
that way, Giles, serving as 
his own umpire - in - chief 
with the assistance of Fred 
Fleig, National League sec- 
retary, hitched his wagon to 
his horse sense and finally 
persuaded Hubbard and the 
other league to go along 
with his recommendations. 

Fact is, since 1955, bending 
the rule on interference with 
a batted ball, Giles has had 
his umpires using their own 
judgment instead of an auto- 
matic two-base penalty. Now, 
as a result of his latest cam- 
paign and a mail vote of the 
playing-rules committee con- 
ducted by Commissioner 
Ford Frick, umpires through- 
out organized baseball will 
be called upon to use their 
judgment instead of the rule 
book whenever a spectator 
handles either a batted or 
thrown ball. 

“We're putting more of a 
burden on the umpires, of 
course,” explained Fleig, who 
called National League offi- 
cials together for a meeting 
at nearby Clearwater, Fla., 
“but we believe justice is 
more important than incon- 
venience.” 

On opening day a year ago 
at Cincifinati, Birdie Teb- 
betts, then managing the 
Reds, protested vehemently 


when an umpire permitted 
Richie Ashburn of the Phil- 
lies to score from first base 
on a batted ball touched by 
a fan. The hit went as a 
ground-rule double, said 
Tebbetts, and, therefore, the 
runner should have been per- 
mitted to advance only two 
bases, not three. 

“Actually,” said Fleig, “‘the 
umpire made wonderful use 
of his judgment to allow the 
run to score. Ashburn, one 
of the fastest men in base- 
ball, was running with the 
pitch when the batter lined 
the ball off Don MHoak’s 
glove at third base. It 
trickled slowly down behind 
third base and into foul ter- 
ritory where, by the time a 
member of the overflow 
crowd touched it, Ashburn 
was scoring. To have sent 
him back to third base would 
have been grossly unfair to 
the Phillies.” 


Just for Justice 


Fleig didn’t make the ad- 
ditional point that there's 
grave danger whenever the 
action of a spectator fa- 
vors the home team. The 
fan’s interefrence at Cros- 
ley Field would have been 
beneficial to the Reds if the 
unpire hadn't used his judg- 
ment instead of falling back 


on the old two-base auto- 
matic. 

For years we've had an 
idea, in fact, that to -dis- 


courage interference by 
spectators, any such offense 
benefitting the home team 
should be limited to one 
base while interference with 
the visiting club at bat 
should result in a three-base 
penalty. 

Irate fans, annoyed at 
their ball park neighbors for 
handicapping the home team, 
soon would police one an- 
other to do what is implored 
daily over the public address 
system. That is, keep hands 

_off when the ball is in play. 

Through Giles’ initiative 
and perseverance, umpires 
now can take into consider- 
ation home field conditions 
and home crowd responsibili- 
ty, if they care to. 

There might be more play- 
ing field forensics, as a con- 
sequence, but who cares—or 
should care, anyway—about 
the length of an argument if 
justice prevails? 

Meanwhile, another loop- 
hole in baseball rules has 
been plugged, just as a few 
years ago they finally fixed 
it so that a ball club would 
not lose four bases and a 
run and get only a one-base 
booby prize as the Cardinals 

did one night in 1949. A balk 
was called on the Giants’ 
Adrian Zabala as Nippy 
Jones swung and hit a home 
run. The pitcher was guilty, 
but the batter was convicted. 

Jones lost a homer, the 
Cardinals lost the ball game 
—and the pennant by one 
game.

Fancy Fisherman 


Some 40 years ago ‘this 
writer was driving slowly 
down a rural road in Rip- 
ley county. The Ozark hills 
were fascinating in their late 
spring coloration and the 
verdant contrast of the pine 
and oak trees created vistas 
that would intrigue even the 
most discriminating land - 
scape artist. Cautiously de- 
cending a steep hill into a 
valley we came upon a small, 
spring-fed stream that was 
running swiftly over a con- 
crete dip bridge of the type 
commonly found in the Mis- 
souri Ozarks. 

The water running over 
the bridge was only a few 
inches deep, and upstream 
from the concrete span was 
a boulder-strewn pool of 
limpid water. It was natu- 
al habitat for smallmouth 
bass. Lily pads lined the 
quiet-water shores but the 
channel was deep and swift. 
A fair-sized bass chasing a 
school of minnows broke 
water nearby and we pulled 
over to the side of the road 
to allow passing of any cars 
or wagons that might be 
traveling the little - used. 
route. 

The fly rod was quickly 
assembled and lures that had 
produced in the past were se- 
lected. Glancing across the 
stream, we saw a. stalwart, 
Straight-as-an-arrow man 
walking rapidly down the 
road toward us. His thick 
thatch of white hair gave the 
impression he was in the late 


60s or early 70s. But his 
gait was that of a youth, 
and when he reached the 


dip bridge he quickly waded 
across without bothering to 
remove his shoes, 

“Howdy, stranger,” was his 
greeting. “What do you think 
you are going to do with that 
flimsy fishing pole?” I told 
him that the “fishing pole” 
was a fly rod and that I ex- 
pected to catch a few bass. 
“You are just wasting your 
time,” he replied. “You can 
catch all the bass you want 
in Current river but there’s 
nothing in Buffalo creek ex- 
cept trout.” 

Being a native of the 
Ozark country, we knew that 
in many of the remote areas 
smallmouth bass were com- 
monly called “trout” and 
sometimes “brownies.” A

to the water’s edge. A large 
gravel bar on each side of 
the deep pool formed the 
shores and gave plenty of 
room for the backcasts with- 
out the fly becoming en- 
tangled in the small syca- 
more trees that lined the ex- 
treme portion of the water- 
shed. 

After a few false casts the 
fly was dropped lightly near 
a clump of water lilies on 
the opposite side of the 
stream. The spinner had 
made only a few revolutions 
when a “trout” grabbed it 
and headed for the boulders 
in the deep water. After a 
few minutes of rod bending 
and tail. walking the fish 
stopped its frantic rushes 
and was beached on _ the 
gravel bar. 


Seeing Is Believing 
“I'll be dad-burned,” was 

the only comment of the 

sturdy hill man. After a few 


more casts two other fair- 
sized smallmouths were add- 


ed to the stringer. As I 
picked up the rod to con- 
tinue angling, the grizzled 
native asked to see “that 


bug you got on the end of 
the fishing line.” Gingerly 
parting the hair of the buck- 


tail, he said, “Why that 
thing has got a hook hid 
in it’! I told him that all 


flies were made in that man- 
ner, and he replied, “I didn't 
think. those fish were crazy 


enough to clamp down on 
the hair of that bug, until 
you dragged them out on 


rocks.” 

Soon there were a half- 
dozen fish on the stringer 
that were of about a pound 
average, and I decided to 
call it a day. “Mind catch- 
ing me a mess?” he asked, 
and I assured him it would 
be a pleasure. He followed 
up to the next pool above a 
swift-flowing ripple and in 
a short time enough fish 
were added to the stringer 
to satisfy his desires. 

We cleaned the fish 
streamside and my. interest- 
ed companion started plying 
me with questions as to 
where fly rods and lures 
could be purchased — the 
cost—and, especially, how 
long it would take to get 
such a “rigging.” Back in 
those days a $10 bill would 
buy a rod, reel, line and a 
few choice flies. I wrote 
down the name of a well- 
known tackle company for 
him. as well as the size of 
the spinners, and the names 
of the better-known flies— 
Yellow Sally Bucktail, Sil- 
ver Doctor, Dusty Miller, 
Royal Coachman and Par- 
machene Belle. We parted 
fast friends and as I got into 
the car and told him good- 
by, he assured me that he 
was going to “mail order” the 
fly rod and tackle that very 
night. 

Perhaps this writer was 
among the first to cast a fly 
in Buffalo creek. Fishing 
in the feeder streams was 
given little consideration in 
those days and they were the 
natural hatcheries and rear- 
ing ponds for the larger wa- 
tercourses. But I have al- 
ways regretted that it was 
not possible to be present 
when my newly found 
friend’s “rigging” arrived 
and he started his fishing 
career in the twilight years 
of his life. I would wager 
he mastered the technique of 
fly fishing—he had all the 
earmarks of being just that 
kind of a man.

Buddy Bomar, one of bowl- 
ing’s craftier pros, hunched 
forward in the press box at the 
American Bowling Congress 


tournament last night. His at-, 


tention was centered on a 
group of rather un-professional 
tenpinners wearing the colors 
of the J. H. Ferguson Heating 
Company of Joliet, Il. 


One almost expected a syrup- 
voiced announcer to come up 
behind Bomar and ask him if 
he had long been a follower of 
the Joliet team. And Bomar 
would then turn to reply, “Oh, 
I don’t know those fellows at 
all. I'm captain of the Chicago 
Munsingwears—I’m a man who 
thinks for himself.” 

No such announcer appeared, 
however, and Bomar’s only 
comments were, “Alley 19 
looks all right . . . shouldn’t be 
too much trouble. That 20 is 
tricky though... . if you play 
it inside the ball has a tend- 
ency to cross over... but you 
have to be careful if you go 
outside to.

performance. 
How About the ‘Breaks?’ 

Like several other clubs still 
to compete, however, the Mun- 
singwears of Buddy Bomar feel 
they have over-all talent about 
equal to that of the Pfeiffers. 
With a good start and a suffi- 
cient number of breaks, the 
Pfeiffers could be surpassed. 

It was no doubt heartening 
to Bomar that on a day when 
there was very little disturbing 
of the leaders in any of the 
A.B.C, divisions, the J. H. Fer- 
guson Heating Co. team was 
able to conquer the caprices of 
Alleys 19 and 20 enough to 
Shoot the day’s best series — 
2935.

ITALIAN VETERAN 
INFORMED HEIS 
GLORIOUSLY DEAD 


CAGLIARI, Italy, March 11 
(UPI)—Mario Mameli, official- 
ly a dead war hero, tried in 


vain this month to get an.iden- | 


tity card instead of a gold 
medal. 


Mameli, a 37-year-old shoe- 
string vendor, has alternately 


as a hero and as a deserter by 
various government depart- 
ments over the past 16 years. 
The prevalent view right now, 
the registrar's office told him 
in rejecting his application for 
an identity card, is that he is 


gloriously dead. 


It all started in 1943 when 
Mameli went on leave from the 
Italian navy to visit his mother, 
who had been seriously injured 
in a bombing. The torpedo boat 
Perseo in which he served, was 
sunk during his leave.

Themes to Flatter Fuller Figures 


Fact-Filled Survey on Our Eating Habits 


By Gay Pauley 


NEW YORK, March 11 (UPT) 
THE AMERICAN SCENE 
changes so rapidly most of us 
can’t keep track. But it’s happy 
news that in an era of sports 


cars, stereophonic sound and 
satellites, one great tradition 
remains. 


We are a “chicken every 
Sunday” nation. 

Our favorite dining spot also 
is the kitchen, we are a land of 
dessert eaters, and not so many 
of us are dieting as the propa- 
gandists would have you think. 

These are some of the find- 
ings from a study of our eat- 
ing habits, made by Market 
Research Corp., at a cost of 
$750,000. 

Market Research said this 
is the first such comprehen- 
sive study ever made—“We’ve 
collected enough facts to keep 
us busy sorting for the next 
five years,” said Edward Walz- 
er, director of communica- 
tions. “I think we will know 
just about everything there 
is to know about eating.” 

Statistically, the study is stag- 
gering—some 30,000,000 facts, 
gathered from 4000 families 
with 14,000 members. The fami- 
lies, part of the organization's 
standard consumer panel, re- 
corded their daily dining mores 
in diaries for a one-year period. 
They represented all income 
groups and all parts of* the 
country. 

Six big food companies (Gen- 
eral Foods, General Mills, Pills- 
bury, Campbell Soup, Quaker 
Oats and R. T. French) footed 
the bill. They will use the 
study in developing new prod- 
ucts and marketing the old. 

One of the questions con- 
cerned Sunday dining and 
answers showed that poultry 
made up 32 per cent of the 
menu; casseroles, 11 per cent; 
foreign dishes, 9; soup, 9; fish, 
7; stews, 7; and hash, 5. The 
study also will indicate the per- 
centage of meat in the Sunday 
menu, as soon as electronic 
computers can sort the answers. 

Almost three-fourths of all 
family meals are eaten in the 
kitchen, the study showed. 
“But give us a dining room and 
we'll use it,” commented one 
housewife in protest against 
modern home architecture, 

Breakfast, in terms of num- 
ber of dishes served also is a 
bigger meal than either lunch 
or dinner. It also is the one 
most regularly eaten at home. 


“We found no lag in des- 
sert eating,” said Walzer. 
“Desserts are featured al- 
most as frequently for week- 
days as Sunday, but in less 
complex forms. Apple pie 
and cheese are not the’ all- 
American dessert; Apple pie 
= ice cream are more pop- 
ular.”

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John Crosby : 
Crosby Show--Bing, 
That Is--Real Solid 


NEW YORK, March 11. 

THE MORE TROUBLE THEY TAKE, the more elab- 
orately casual the shows are. You might put that down as 
Crosby’s law. Bing Crosby’s second show of the season 
seemed marvelously effortless, not only by the Groaner but 
a ms by everyone concerned— 
indicating long and pain- 
ful preparation by writer 
Bill Morrow, Girector- 
producer Bill Colleran, 
and producer Sammy 
Cahn. 

The Crosby television 
shows have now assumed 
a solid and rewarding 
shape, closely resem- 
bling those of the old 
Kraft Music Hall radio 
shows. This was a sing- 
ing show. Starting with 
an elaborate singing in- 
troduction, it was almost 
all song, including song 
introductions by two of 
Crosby’s sons, Phillip 
and Dennis, to the tune 
of “The Children’s 
Marching Song” (a de- 
vice that became unbear-

ably cute only occasionally). 

If you like songs, I think they're coming back after a 
long absence due to this rock ’n’ roll nonsense. Crosby and 
Jo Stafford, one of his guests, sang some real great ones. 
Crosby sang “Old Man River” and “Twilight on the Trail” 
all by himself. Teamed with Miss Stafford, he did some 
rollicking duets on “Fancy Meeting You Here,” “Slow Boat 
to China” and “I Can’t Get Started With You.” 


The Crosby voice which hasn’t sounded too 
great in recent years suddenly boomed out strong 
as ever. (I’m afraid it was all pre-recorded and 
at one point Crosby got caught with his mouth 
closed while the voice sang on. But what differ- 
ence does it make?) 


This may be the shape of things to come. Starting 
with the opening note, the show boomed along entirely in 
song for 15 solid minutes without a word of dialogue, then 
Crosby and another guest, James Garner, otherwise known 
as Bret Maverick, engaged in some tom-foolery about gam- 
bling with the Crosby boys. Dean Martin, who provided 
quite a lift to the previous Crosby show, appeared to show 
young Maverick how the young Bing Crosby once sang, 
singing “Easy to Remember” just exactly like the old 
master. , 

After this interlude, the show got back to the songs 
and never stooped to any more jokes again. (That’s nice 
work if Bill Morrow can get it and he’s got it.) Crosby’s 
marvelous sense of rhythm seemed to infect everyone 
around him. I can’t remember a more enjoyable hour of 
song and fun on television. Everyfhing worked. Nothing 
obtruded. Nothing seemed hurried or harried. 
seemed forced. 

Just as NBC’s elaborate backgrounds have a special 
flavor of their own, ABC is getting to be known—in my 
house at least—for the fresh and inventive simplicity of its 
sets. The first Bing Crosby show introduced the rocking 
chair. The stepladder and the stool have always been big 
at ABC. This show’s art director, Jim Trittipo, went even 
more primitive than the stepladder by staging everything 
on piles of lumber. Not only was this idea charming and 
gay, but it kept the.emphasis on the songs. It gave the 
whole production a lightness and gaiety which set off the 
formidable personalities of Crosby and Stafford and Gar- 
ner at their best. (Next, I expect molten lava as a setting 
if this trend toward the elemental continues.) 

Crosby will be back with his next show in the fall 
which should give him plenty of time to prepare.

THE OTHER NIGHT I stopped by the Blue Angel to 
see Shelley Berman who set me to laughing immoderately. 
You might have caught Mr. Berman on a recent Ed Sulli- 
van show where he succeeded in being both extraordinarily 
funny and deeply poignant with a bit about a guy who is 
not invited to the party. 


I bring it all up because you'll probably see a 
lot of him. Berman is typical of a rising genera- 
tion of stool comedians. We used to talk about the 
stand-up comedians but today—in this beat gen- 
eration—there are a whole passel of sitdown co- 
medians like Berman, Elaine May and Mike Nichols 
(with whom Berman used to have an act until it 
was decided that three was a crowd), Jonathan 
Winters and Mort Sahl. 


Besides the stools, this bunch eschews jokes and really 
tells stories, monologues, one-act one-character plays, or 
what have you. The comedy is freshly observed and it re- 
quires great attentian from the audience. Each. sentence 
leans heavily on the preceding sentence and the whole 
thing gets cumulatively more hilarious.

RIFFLE BACK the pages of 
the calendar almost 50 years 
to an incident in Yakima, 
Wash., where the streets stretch 
toward the foothills and the 
foothills shoulder up to the 
mountains. Watch and listen 
because the episode will have 
consequences to last a half cen- 
tury and to spread out across 
the continent. 

A 13-year-old boy is walking 
to school, a stack of books un- 
der one arm. He wears knee 
breeches, knickerbocker style. 
Black cotton stockings cover 
spindly legs, left like pipestems 
by an attack of infantile paral- 
ysis when he was a small child. 
He owes his life to a far- 
sighted doctor who prescribed 
frequent salt water massages 
for weeks and to a widowed 
mother who kept vigil at two- 
hour intervals day and night. 


The youth is sensitive to his 
condition and uses many a 
stratagem to cover up his phys- 
ical weakness. But his school- 
mates observe it only too read- 
ily. A group of boys is walking 
behind him. As they come near 
one of them says: “Look at 
that kid’s skinny legs. Arent 
they something? Did you ever 
see anything as funny?” 

The boys in the group laugh 


and one says: “Sure would 
cover them up if they were 
mine.” 


The words are a lash across 
the face of the boy a few steps 
ahead, The laughter burns like 
an iron on his neck. The boy 
with the thin legs is humiliated. 
He wants to retort but is too 
ashamed to answer. Then 
comes a flood of tears. And the 
tears only confirm the charge 
that he is a weakling. 

The boy becomes self-con- 
scious and shy. He wants to 
stop school. He asks his mother 
for long trousers to cover up 
his-legs. But gradually the 
tension gives way to revolt. He 
resolves to prove his superior- 
ity in the schoolroom since 
that field of achievement was 
open to a boy with weak and 
puny legs as well as to the 
strongest. 

Good grades in his studies 
helped, but personal difficul- 
ties remained. Close at hand 
were the mountains and he 
read what happened to crippled 
animals in the wilds. Then one 
day he met a husky boy comir 
back from a fast walk in the 
country. He learned that this 
boy climbed in the foothills 
’ day to develop his legs 
and lungs. 

He resolved to do the same. 
At once he began to use the 
foothills as others would use 
weights or bars in a gymna- 
sium. After a fall and winter 
of daily hikes, his legs began 
to fill out. By the next spring 
he had new confidence in him- 
self and a new boy was replac- 
ing the one who had been shy 
and ashamed. 

That transformed boy was 
William Orville Douglas who 
as one of the senior Associate 
Justices of the United States 
Supreme Court was in St. Louis 
today to deliver the annual 
Tyrrell Williams lecture for the 
Washington University School 
of Law. 

For more than 40 years he 
has been a vigorous outdoors- 
man, at home jn the saddle and 
in fishing boots, in the sum- 
mertime often sleeping under 
the stars, for weeks at a time 
shut away in the wilderness 
around Lostine, Ore. There he 
built a large mountainside cab- 
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On vacation at his mountain home near Lostine, Ore., 
JUSTICE DOUGLAS posed beside the Lostine river in 
1948, 


in for his family. He did much 
of the work himself, handling 
heavy tamarack logs and large 
stones for the big fireplace. 
Since World War II, Justice 
Douglas has made his own per- 
sonal, non-judicial contribution 
to cooling off the Cold War by 
frequent trips to remote parts 
of Asia, also to Russia. Expedi- 
tions which would have taxed 
the endurance of many a strong 
man have become the basis of 
books some of which have ap- 
peared on best seller lists. 


Following “Of Men and 
Mountains” which told the 
story of the recovery from 


polio, these other books have 
included “Strange Lands and 
Friendly People,” “Beyond the 
High Himalayas.” “North From 
Malaya’ and “Russian Jour- 
ney.” 

But the humiliating experi- 
ence of the 13-year-old school- 
boy in Yakima, Wash., did 
more than start him on the 
road to robust, energetic man- 
hood. It taught him to endure 
the isolation of being alone and 
to see the value and necessity 


of thinking and acting for 
himself. 
This latter lesson has sup- 


ported him many times in the 
20 vears—next April 17—that 
he has been on the Supreme 
Court. Appointed by Franklin 
D. Roosevelt in early 1939, 
Justice Douglas was then only 
41 years old, the youngest Su- 
preme Court member since 
Justice Joseph Story took his 
seat in 1811. 

Successor to the late Justice 
Louis D. Brandeis who so often 
dissented with the late Justice 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, Doug- 
las has oftentimes been linked 
in dissent with Justice Hugo 
L. Black, and while they lived 
with Justices Wiley B. Rut- 
ledge and Frank Murphy. 

Since the appointment by 
President Eisenhower of. Earl 
Warren as Chief Justice and 
William J. Brennan QJr., 
as Associate Justice, Douglas 
has appeared in dissent with 
them. In a 5-to-4 division which 
goes against the application of 
the Bill of Rights the dissent- 
ers are likely to be Warren, 
Black, Douglas and Brennan.

But like the lonely school- 
oy — his Presbyterian mis- 
sionary father died when 


Douglas was only 6 years old 
—he can stand all by himself 
on the Supreme Court when 
he believes he is right. Such 
an occasion came last Jan. 26 
when he was the solitary dis- 
senter in a narcotics case in 
which the decision for the ma- 
jority was written by Mis- 
souri’s first Supreme Court 
Justice, Charles Evans Whit- 
taker, appointed from Kansas 
City. 

The case was that of James 
A. Draper who was convicted 
in federal court after his arrest 
in Denver in 1956. A federal 
narcotics agent was tipped off 
by a paid informer that Draper 
was peddling narcotics to ad- 
dicts in Denver and that he 
would return from Chicago on 
a certain train with heroin. 
Using a detailed physical de- 
scription of a man they had 
never seen, the agent and a 
Denver policeman arrested 
Draper without a warrant as 
he got off the train. A search 
vielded a quantity of heroin 
and a syringe. 

Draper contended that the 
search was illegal and the evi- 
dence not subject to’ use in 
court. He was found guilty and 
the conviction was upheld in 
the Court of Appeals. 
Supreme Court, six justices, 
with Justice Whittaker speak- 
ing for them, sustained the ar- 
rest and conviction, Chief Jus- 
tice Warren and Justice Frank- 
furter did not participate. 

Justice Whittaker held that 
the arresting officer had “prob- 
able cause” and that the ap- 
prehension therefore was legal 
even though there was no 
search warrant. He cited the 
Narcotics Control Act of 1956 
which authorizes arrests with- 
out warrant when the arrest- 
ing officer has reasonable 
grounds to believe that the 
person to be arrested has com- 
mitted or is committing a law 
violation. 

But Justice Douglas did not 
allow the offensiveness and 
criminality of the narcotics 
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Draper, law violator though he 
was, had rights under the Con- 
stitution that should be _ ob- 
served in behalf of a society 
based on law 

“The education we receive 
from mystery stories and tele- 
vision shows teaches that what 
happened in this case is effici- 
ent police work,” Justice Doug- 
las said. “This is the familiar 
pattern of crime detection 
which has been dinned into the 
public consciousness as the cor- 
rect and efficient one. It is, 
however, a distorted reflection 
of the constitutional system un- 
der which we are supposed to 
live.” 

Justice Douglas then showed 
how King George III of Eng- 
land had sought in 1777 to get 
a bill through Parliament 
which would have allowed ar- 
rests in the American colonies 
“on suspicion of treason.” The 
Justice summoned John 
Adams, James Otis, Patrick 
Henry and other patriots of 
the Revolutionary times to 
testify that arrests based on 
suspicion alone are illegal 


Quoting Professors Hogan 
and Snee of Georgetown Uni- 
versity Law School, Justice

his dissent:

for a warrant, Justice Douglas 
concluded: 

“We are not justified in low- 
ering the standard. With all 
deference I think we break 
with tradition when we sustain 
this arrest. We said in U. S. 
vs. Di Re: ‘A search is not to 
be made legal by what turns 
up. In law it is good or bad 
when it starts and does not 
change character from its suc- 
cess. ”’ 

The Di Re opinion was writ- 
ten by the late Justice Robert 
H. Jackson and only the late 
Chief Justice Frederick M. Vin- 
son and Justice Black opposed 
it 

The Draper case happens to 
be only one of the latest of 
many scores of cases in which 
Justice Douglas has placed the 
Bill of Rights higher than the 
immediate end of locking up 
some offensive person such as 
the dope peddler. His position 
is that if the rights of the 
least desirable members of so- 
ciety are not secure then the 
rights of all are also insecure 

The lectureship which brings 


Justice Douglas to St. Louis 
was established 11 years ago 
in memory of the late Tyrrell 
Williams, much-esteemed pro- 


fessor of law at Washington 
University. Solicitor Leonard W, 
Brockington of Canada launch- 
ed the series in 1949. Four 
of the lecturers have died:

In William O. Douglas the

Comparing U.S., Russia. 


NEW YORK, March 11. 

I HAD a most enjoyable stay last Friday night as guest 
of Mr. and Mrs. Hershey Martin of Beverly Hills, Calif., 
who always make life as easy for me as possible. 

On Saturday morning, while the two Martin girls went 
off for a tennis lesson, I had a very well-attended press 
conference. And one thing stands out in my mind, which 
was this: 

A correspondent at this session wanted to know how 
one could compare the women of Russia to the women of 
the United States. And I sometimes wonder whether we 
ever will reach the point where we will stop trying to com- 
pare impossible things. 

Every woman in Russia must work. Every woman in 
the United States may work if she wants to work, but she 
is not in any way obliged to do so, and conditions of life 
and of work in the two countries are entirely different. 


We should understand that in the Soviet Union 
the people themselves are making no real compari- 
son between the United States and their country. 
They are, however, comparing their life today with 
their life under the czars 41 years ago. 


They hear nothing about the real way of life here, and 
quite obviously it would be impossible to describe it to 
them as it really is. And there is no desire on the part of 
the Soviet leaders to have their people understand the 
United States. 

Of course, it may be possible in the years to come that 
the two countries may reach a point where the way of. life 
of each could be compared, but this is not at all possible 
at the present time. 


PERHAPS because I was on a lecture tour for the past 
few weeks, my attention has just been brought to a full 
copy of a speech made by Carmine DeSapio at the annual 
New York State Democratic dinner, which was held on 
Feb. 14. 


It was a most ingenuous speech in which he 
evaded skillfully any of the real issues that di- 
vide New York state and New York City Demo- 
crats. 


The point which he covers in the first part of the 
speech—on being a liberal or not—is quite unimportant. 
People soon discover by a person’s actions whether that 
individual is a liberal. 

Later in the speech Mr. DeSapio made a plea for unity 
among Democrats in New York state and here is what he 
said: “If we can influence the course of progress in our 
state in the face of a Republican administration—and I 
believe that we can—then we will earn and we will deserve 
the friendship and the respect of the people. And their 
friendship, their respect and their support will enable us 
—as a party—as their party—to reassume the titular, as 
well as the moral, responsibility for political leadership 
in our state.” 

Those are pretty high-sounding words. But the fact 
remains that we will need to give the people some concrete 
evidence by reforms that they are to be allowed to take 
part in the affairs of the Democratic party and that it will 
be governed along democratic lines.

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Of all the great peaks in the 
Sierras, the one that can be 


‘best seen from the highway is 


Shasta; the only difficulty be- 
ing that very often in winter 
it is shrouded in mist or en- 
tirely obscured by rain clouds. 
All morning as we drove north- 
ward, in fact, the skies were 
gray and occasionally showers 
fell. Somewhere past Dunsmuir 
we stopped for a bite of lunch 
and went on with not much 
hope of seeing the vast peak 
that rises more than 14,000 
feet. 

Then the mist suddenly 
burned away to leave a sky 
of clearest blue and Ginnie, 
happening to glance over her 
right shoulder, exclaimed 
excitedly. For there was Mt. 
Shasta in all its majesty, 
without even a cloud-plume 
on its crest; and it remained 
in sight for most of an hour 
as our highway circled to 
present three faces of the 
great snow-covered peak. 
That night we got as far as 

Grants Pass on the Rogue 
river, famous for its salmon 
fishing, and next morning we 
climbed through clouds into 
high mountains where. bright 
sun sparkled on the snow. But 
then the rain came down as we 
headed for Portland on the 
Columbia river, and it stayed 
with us most of the next few 
days as we visited Tacoma and 
Seattle. At Portland we had 
the pleasure of staying with 
the Thornton Mungers in their

home which, like those in many 
West Coast cities, hangs high 
on a precipitous hillside. 
Thornton had spent a long ca- 
reer with the United States 
Forest Service as director of 
the Northwest Experiment Sta- 
tion and is an authority on the 
Douglas fir and other species 
of the area. 

Although Portland is 100 
miles from the ocean, it is a 
seaport of considerable im- 
portance, as are Tacoma and 
Seattle on the lower reaches 
of Puget Sound. All three 
cities are growing apace and 
are slated to grow still more. 

I suppose that driving north- 
ward through the once-forested 
mountains of northern Cali- 
fornia, Oregon and Washington 
in a driving rain probably 
caused us to see this land in a 
somewhat jaundiced light. Yet 
if we had to characterize the 
area, I think we would have to 
call it America’s outstanding 
monument to greed and exploi- 
tation. When we came. through 
this country several years ago 
—and on that occasion had a 
chance to see even more of the 
forest — we were shocked be- 
yond expression at the waste 
and destruction that have ac- 
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companies now in existence. Montana. 


There are other conserva- 
tion problems in the great 
Northwest—and from our 9gb- 
servation these even extend 
over into our sister country of 
Canada. 


Here the exploitation process 
has perhaps not gone as far; 
yet for this very reason the 
country is wide open to the ex- 
ploiters. While we were on 
Vancouver Island we heard 
that the largest lumber opera- 
tor in that area, an entrepre- 
neur from far-off India where 
he is in the timber and many 
other businesses, was selling 
out his Canadian holdings. 
Perhaps the cream was gone 
and he was willing to have 
others exploit the leavings. 

Among the problems we 
found our conservation-minded 
Audubon sponsors concerned 
with in the Northwest were 
this wholesale destruction of 
the forests, the building of | 
huge dams whether needed or 
not, the resultant destruction | 
of the salmon fisheries, pollu- 
tion of rivers from paper mill 
wastes and pollution of har- 
bors, bays and rivers from raw 
sewage and poisons dumped 
into them by many industries. 
Since we found similar prob- 
lems in California and the 
Southwest, with agricultural 
problems added to them, it 
will be readily seen that Mis- 
sourians are not the only ones 
concerned about such matters. |

BOWS AND ARROWS played 
an important part in the early 
history of mankind. They kept 
their importance for many cen- 
turies. 

An arrow may be called a 
“little spear.” Men in the Stone 
Age had stone-pointed spears 
long before they had bows and 
arrows. 

A spear may be a_ good 
weapon in a close fight with a 
wild beast. That depends on 
the beast. If you are going to 
have a “spear fight” with a 
lion, you had better have sev- 
eral friends with you, also 
armed with spears! 

By using bows, Stone Age 
men were able to send arrows 
a long distance. 
down deer, antelopes and other 
fast-moving game. 

American Indians made 
widespread use of bows and 

arrows. They used them in 
warfare, also against bears 
and other animals. For the 
most part, their arrows were 
tipped with sharp pieces of

In Europe during the Mid- 
dle Ages, bows and arrows held 
place in warfare. Usually 
the bows had a length of three 
or four feet, but some were 
more than six feet long. 

Along with foot soldiers 
(armed with spears, battle- 
axes and so on) an army in 
Europe was sure to have bow- 
men, or archers. There might 
be a few hundred bowmen, or 
there might be several thou- 
sand. 

The arrows carried deadly 
messages during a battle. Of- 
ten they turned the tide, 
bringing victory to the army 
with the more expert bowmen, 

As a protection against ar- 
rows (as well as spears) foot 
soldiers carried shields, and the 
knights wore suits of armor.
